Great to meet you at the Northside Landuse Workshop today. Attached are the 
documents I spoke about, which were products of a meeting between the City 
Council Office staff, the property owner's representative, and WTC BID 
representatives. The "CDO Possible Solutions to Trash Enclosure Problem" offers 
3 alternative solutions that are, as I understand it, are available at the "Director's 
discretion." We do not understand why one of these cannot be applied 
immediately. 

I think tomorrow is the "do or die" meeting for the property owner on this 
voluntary community improvement project. If we leave the room tomorrow 
morning without a clear indication of some some solution that is immediately 
available, I think they will shelve the whole effort pretty quickly thereafter. . At 
that point I think that the value of the CDO has to be questioned. 

Having heard the property owner's feelings about the importance of tomorrow's 
meeting, I need to send another email to the Council Office asking for relief at 
the Department Head level. I feel that is not necessairly fair to you Kevin, since 
you just got involved in this fiasco today but to not send such an alarm would not 
be consistent with my BID responsibilities.
